FARMING INTERESTS. 


Proper Food and Care for Miich 
Cows. 

If youexpect your cows to yield 
milk liberally you must feed — 
on something better adapted to the 
secretion of rich milk than such dry 
fare as might ibly keep non 
avimals alive. You must 
eed them on something they like, 
and will eat heartily. Of the ele- 
ments of rich milk there is little in 
ordinary dry fodder; aud the cow 
cannot create milk; she can only 
combine and bring together in the 
form of milk, such of its elements as 
you provide for her. To expect any- 
thing more would be as unreasonabie 
as the miller who put no wheat in 
his hopper nnd looked for fine flour 
at the tail of his mill. It should be 
understood that the cow cannot make 
something out of nuthing.She manu- 
factures miik from materials yoa 
give her for that purposs, just as the 
carpenter builds you a house from 
the materials you supply him with. 
If you supply bad materials he can- 
not build such a house as you desire. 
If you supply a cow with 

r scan food, she 
may give you aside from quali- 
ty, more milk than aa desire, 
more than is for your interest; be- 
cause, iu that case, the milk comes 
not from the food you give, but from 
her own body, so that in theend you 
willeither lose your cow, or will bea 
loser by her constant diminution in 
value. A wise farmer wishes every 
animal to increase its value. 

Milch cows should be fed often. 
Four times a day is not too often. 
Their stalls should be close and warm 
fer cold weather, but so constructed 
that pure air may be admitted at the 
discretion of the keeper. It is well 
that their quarters should be parti- 
tioned off from those of other stock. 
The withdrawal of milk twice daily, 
abstracts a great deal of heat from 
their bodies. The food of fattening 
oxen is more heating. Hence the 
reasonableness of warm stalls for 
milch cows, but cool quarters for 
oxen while feeding bigh and laying 
oD 

Chopped roots and meal slops ma 
be given to milch cows with fowes. 
advan » the former in the morn- 
ing, the latter after the evening milk- 
ing. They should also have littered 

s, dry and warm. Their stable 
windows should be partially open in 
any but the coldest weather, but 
closely shut whenever extreme cold 
prevails ; and they should be allowed 
to stand in the open air a part of each 
day, but longer or shorter accordin 
to the temperature of the air; an 
never long enough to make them 
cross, snappish, and discontented. 
Cows must be made comfortable and 
about as happy as an oyster at high 
tide, before they will do their best at 
the milk pail. 

Their food may be varied, but 
should be given at the time they 
have been taught to expect it, as 
otherwise they will make themselves 
uneasy, and their milk may not come 
down freely at the next milking. 
Cows will pay weil for the trouble, if 
curried every day. Their bedding 
should be attended to, and kept dry 
and clean by frequent changes. The 
more comfortably and quietly cows 
sleep, the less food they consume, and 
that too without makiug it up at 
their next meal. Roots finely cut and 
mixed with cut straw, with a little 
hot water poured over them, and then 
left to stand awhile, with occasional 
stirring, make a mess of which cows 
are fond, and will consume voracious- 
ly, and then yield milk accordingly. 
When the milk is to be used for but- 
ter making, corn meal is better than 
lighter feed, for although it fails to 
cause a great flow of milk, it renders 
milk exceedingly rich in butter mat- 
ter material.—John A. Nash, in 
Evangelist.

Mr. Beec*er before the courts and to 
report to the association their find- 
ing. coupled with advice as to whetb- 
er the sccused gentieman should be 
retained in or be expelled from the 
as-ociation. It must be understood 
that the ministerial association has 
no jur scietion over the ecburches as 
corporate bodies; it concerns itself 
wi the personal character of 
their pastors or such of them that is 
that belong to the N. Y. and Brook-~ 
lyn Association. Stould the result 
of the deliberations of the committee 
be a recommendation that Beecher 
be expelled the adoption of such res- 
olution would not directly affect that 
geuileman’s relations to Piymouth 
church. It would simply be a ver- 
dict of moral condemnation by his 
associates. Ihe committee is uot 
limited to any set period for its work, 
and wiil take allthbe time secessary 
to go to the bottom of this complica- 
ted subject.

[From the Printers Circular. 
Joseph tuibord, Printer. 

Few men in the world’s long his- 
tory have ever achieved so wide a 
posthumous fame without striving 
for it while they lived as has fallen 
to the lot of Joseph Guibord, he 
whose burial has engaged the atten- 
tion of Queen Victeria’s privy coun- 
cil, bas drawn forth an anathema 
from a bishop, has converted a ceme- 
tary into a garrison, and is a theme 
of endless discussion in ecclesiastical 
and secular eircles. The man whose 
remains have raised such a coil as 
Joseph Guibord, printer, of Montreal, 
who died in November, 1869, aged 
sixty-two years. For thirty-six con- 
secutive years Guibord was in the 
employ of Louis Perrault & Sons, and 
‘or twenty years of this long period 
ie filled the place of foreman. He 
wes a printer of more than ordinary 
intelligence and ingenuity, When 
(he catechi-me and hymns for the | 
use of the Indians in the northwes- 
terp regions of Canada were prepar- 
ed for the press Guibord was consul- 
ted as to the best methods for putting 
the Indian dialects into type and of 
making the novel matrices. Al- 
though not conversant with the orig- 
inai tongues, Guibord understood 
the labor of putting the—to bim— 
meaaingless writing into type; and 
so well did he succeed in the difficult 
undertaking that for ten years he 
furnished the Roman Catholic mis- 
sions in Northwestern Canada with 
all the catechisms and hymn books 
needed for the Indians. Xir. Gui- 
bord likewise supervised all the 
printing for the palace of the bishop 
of Montreal, and for twenty years he 
personally superintended the com- 
position and printing of the bishop’s 
pastoral letters. 

Guibord,s post-mortem troubles 
arose from his refusal, at the request 
of his bishop, to withdraw from a 
literary association, the ‘Institut- 
Canadien,’’ which had in its library 
certain books, reading of which was 
forbidden to the Catholics by author- 
ity of the Pope. Guiberd appealed 
to Rome; before an answer came he 
died, and his remains were refused 
interment in the Roman Catholic 
cemetary of Montreal. Deceased had 
a premonition of the troubles his 
corpse was to cause. A short time 
previous to his demise, in conversa- 
tien with a friend on his appeal to 
Rome, he said, “I feel that I am 
going fast, and if this matter is not 
settled before I die there will be a 
row (fapage) about my grave.” All 
the civilized world is watching the 
row with interest, very few knowing 
who or what Joseph Guibord was,
